A remarkably candid witness, 
the great Grundy informed the 
committee that he had personally 
spent between $20,000 and $25,000 
to carry on his work here during 
the last 10 months. 

Declaring that belief in the pro- 
tective tariff was almost a religion 
with him, the white-haired lobbyist 
who has been coming down to 
Washington to preach his gospe! to 
Senators and Representatives ever 
since the framing of the Dingley 
bill of 1897 expressed the fervent 
wish that there were now in Wash- 
ington 40—nay, 100—young wen of 
the sound economic beliefs of 
Charies IL. Eyanson. Men like 
Eyanson, he-gaid, were increasing- 
ly needed to fight the good fight 
for the high protective tariff at 
the capital. 

Eyanson the bright young as- 
sistant to the president of the Con- 
necticut Manufacturers’ Association 


whom Senator Bingham employed 
as his secretary and took with him 
into secret tariff-framing meetings 
of the Senate Finance Committee. 

Admits Helping to Frame Bill. 

Pressed to say that his had been 
the chief hand in the preparation 
of the new rates on manufactured 
products, Grundy said that his 
“natural modesty” would not per- 
mit him to go so far, but he con- 
ceded that he had been “helpful.”

Judge Instructs It That Its

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The 
jury in the bribery trial of Albert 
B. Fall today began its delibera- 
tions on whether the Secretary of 
the Interior in the Harding admin. 
istration accepted a bribe of $100.- 
(000 from Edward L. Doheny for 
‘leasing the Elk Hills nava! oi) re- 
serve to Doheny’s company. 

The case went to the jury at 
'11:29 a m. immediately after Jus- 
tice William Hitz had finished his 
charge durin, which he issued em- 
phatic instructions that sympathy 
for the defendant must not influ 
ence the verdict. 

The Judge said it was not a 
prerogative of the jury to be merci- 
ful. but that its only duty was to 
be fair to the defendant and the 


in this line. he said was to couple 
a reconimendation for mercy with 
its verdict. Such a recommenda- 
tion. he added, carried no weight 
except that it expressed the per. 
sonal feeling of each juror. 

After the jury had retired it was 
recalled to the courtroom by Jus- 
tice Hitz at the request of counsel 
that he clear up part of his 
charges.

FEL EFFECTS OF

Brokerage Offices Crowded 
With Speculators Watch- 
ing Progress of Eastern 
Market. 


St. Louis brokerage offices today 
had their busiest and undoubtediy 
most feverish day in local stock 
market annals. As the New York 


market declined rapidly in the 
forenoon specylators crowded the 
offices to follow the prices, 

About the same time, lines 
formed at the safety deposit vaults 
of the larger banks, brokers having 
telephoned their customers tor 
more securities to protect margins. 

The atmosphere in several bro 
kerage offices was panicky, due to 
the ticker on the New York Stock 
Exchange running far behind the 
sales. This caused all sorts of 
wild rumors. Stocks that declined 
30 or 40 points were rumored to 
have dropped a hundred, 

One could see speculators. one 
after the other, consuk the board, 
make calculations on a piece of pa- 
per, and then head for the sales- 
roorn of the brokerage office. 

On the 8t. Louis Stock Exchange, 
while there was comparatively lit- 
tle excitement, virtually all stocks 
declined from a fraction of a point 
to 11 points.

In the steamboatin’ days the 
rivers were the great arteries 
for travel.

The majesty of the Ohio was 
born of the Ice half a mil- 
lion years ago Its beauty re- 
mains today undisturbed by our 
improvements. and will remain 
long after our nation and race 
have been replaced with some 
‘other civilization. And those 
who love the glories of “Ole 
Man River” may now again 
find rest and food for the soul 
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goodness of that Providence 
which has dealt its forces to us 
in so profuse a hand. Wouid 
to God that we may have the 
wisdom and courage to improve 
them.” 

Today, after this 160 
Washington's prayer is come 
true in a greater sense than 
even he dreamed. Other Pres- 
idents in succession over our 
history have striven for its de- 
velopment, f.om Jefferson on 
down. Lincoln’s first political 
speech was a plea for its im- 
provement. Our nation some- 
times moves siowly, but its will 
is not to be thwarted. It has 
been a gigantic task, this trans- 
formation of the Ohio. It rep- 
resents an expenditure and a 
labor half as great as the con- 
struction of the Panama cana! 
Like many current probiems, 
the development of our rivers 
is never a finished accomplish- 
ment, it must march with the 
progress of life and invention. 

While | am proud to be the 
President who witnesses the 
apparent completion of its im- 
provement, I have the belief 
that some day new inventions 
and new pressures of population 
will require its further deveiop- 
ment. In some generation to 
come they will perhaps iook 
back at our triumph in build- 
ing a channel! nine feet in 
depth in the same way that we 
look atthe triumph of our fore- 
fathers when, having leared 
the snags and bars, they 
nounced that a boat drawing 
two feet of water could pass 
safely from Pittsburg to New 
Orleans.

Here, I want *o take up the 
mill owners and natuvally, in 
dealing with them and not with 
the strikers, it ws not possible 
for me to be other than re- 
spectful. 

The crux at the present mo- 
ment in Maricn is the Marion 
Manufacturing ‘'’o., '‘cca:ly 
kno®Wn as the Baldwin Mill 
Mr. R. W. Baldw'n is the presi- 
dent and general manager. He 
is a small, bewildered man, who 
dashes about On ony (first 
morning in Marion he sought 
me out to give me hie version 
of the strike troube And. as 
one who hag every deste to be 
completely fair, | wish to re- 
peat that version whictk is this: 

Bill Faoss,. the toca' strike 
leader threatenea a nw stiike 
several days befcre the shoot- 
ing. 

That is all of Mr. Baldwin's 
version, und fair enough, too. 
Miss Sally, the Absentee Owner. 

Now there comes in someone 
whom I wish to add to the 
names of Squire Adkins, the 
Sheriff, and Squire Morgan, the 
lawyer, as somebody to be re- 
membered in American history. 
That ts Miss Sally. 

Miss Sally Baidwin is an un- 
married lady who lives in Bal- 
timore. She owns most of the 
stock of the Marion Manufac- 
turing Co. The theoretical head 
of the company, Mr. R. W. 
Baldwin. ts her cousin. 

“Miss Sally” is a mame very 
famous to Marion. It prob- 
ably would be difficult for her, 
he absentee owner, at her home 
in Baltimore. to understand 
how well-known she is in this 
filthy mili village. She hag Iit- 
tle to do with Marion except to 
receive her dividend checks on 
time. 

I am sorry for Mr. R. W. 
Baldwin, Miss Sally’s cousin. 

The manager and chiet own- 
er of the Clinchfield Millis is 
Mr. Mabry Hart. I have spent 
hours with him. I tike him 
very much. He is a big, bronze- 
faced, husky athlete whose fa- 
ther and grandfather before 
him were mill owners, and who 
would prefer to have tess divi- 
dends and more peace. 

The third mill-owner in Ma- 
rion is William Neal, who seems 
co be quite as much on the side

| of the strikers as he is on the 


side of his fellow mill-owners. 

We have, then, out of the 
three mill-owners in Marion— 
Miss Sally and Mabry Hart and 
William Neal—at least two of 
whom are not unwilling to have 
conditions changed. I do not 
think that they will disagree 
with the theory that every 
worker in America haa, accord- 
ing to our present standards 
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a number of things that the 
Southern Textile Manufactur- 
ers could do. They could hait 
the entire sales of Buch manu- 
facturers. They could quietly 
inform the middlemen to have 
nothing to do with these nvilis. 

There is another element, 
less organized than the Textile 
Manufacturers, and, therefore, 
less picturesque, which is quite 
as important in controlling the 
decisions of the manufacturers. 

Mob of Respectable Citizens. 

This is. in Marion and every 
other mil! town, the local body 
of respectable citizens. 

They do not wish any 
trouble. 

They do wish the 
manufacturers to bring 
pignts to the South. 

They do wish to sell their 
lots, to find new patients for 
tooth extraction and appendec- 
tomies. 

It was a mob of men like this, 
professional men and police- 
men. who kidnaped the tabor 
rganizers at Eliza’ ethton, 
Tenn., only about 125 miles 
from Marion, put them across 
the border and told them not 
to return. 

It is a mob like this that will 
have something to say to Mr. 
Hart and-Mr. Neal if they rec- 
ognize the union. 

Before } leave the owners, I 
want to deal with one aspect of 
this whole Southern mill prob- 
iem which is not too well 
known. That is the supposition 
that, in some curious way, all 
of the mill owners are Southern 
gentlemen, while most, or all, af 
the discontented workers are 
Bolsheviks or some other kind 
of discontented foreigners. 

The fact is that a very large 
percentage of the ownership of 
the Southern textile mills is 
Northern. 

Miss Sally, living in Baiti- 
more, is not a particularly good 
example. But a rather perfect 
example is that of the Manville- 
Jenckes Co. which owns the 
mills in Gastonia and whose 
headquarters are in Pawtucket, 
a - 

And as for the strikers, the 
quaint thing is that they really 
are 100 per cent Southern and 
American—except for the “for- 
eign” agitators whose “foreign- 
ness” is readily -indicated hy 
such names as.Peeil, Gorman, 
Hogan. Ellis and Ross. 

,i want to switch quickiy now 
—it is such a quick switch on 
the typewriter, but so distant in 
social values—from the owners 
to the strikers. 

Thére is a .strike headquar- 
ters. It is only a few feet be- 
hind .he mili, on a plot which 
by some mischance does not 
belong to the company.

went to the “dug-out.” 

Why She Can't Work at the Mill 

I was introduced to her as 
she was going home with a 
sack of flour, from the strike 
relief, over her shoulder. I wa» 
told that she had no one to 
support her, because her o'’der 
boys had gone away and were 
having enough difficulty taking 
care of themselves. 

She had worked in the mill 
for many years. “But now,” 
said she, “I can never work 
there again. I1 can't go acros 
the blood of our murdered boys 
at the mill gate. I don't know 
what is going to happen, but | 
reckon that it’s time for the 
Lord to take care of me.” 

That was an old woman, in 
old-time clothes, going along the 
road with a sack of flour over 
her shoulder. She believed in 
God. But in the modern and 
efficient America there is ap 
parently little place for old 
women who believe in God. 

And there was another man 
in that “dug-out.” A man with 
quiet eyes. I do not find many 
men with quiet eyes in New 
York. 

This man’s name is Dan Ellia 

I already have referred to 
him as one of the strike-ieaders 
wha discovered striking even 
before the “foreign” agitators 
came in. I hope he wil] leave 
Marion immediately. Marion is 
not a very healthy ° place for

Suggestion for Prison Reform. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
DIFFICULT problem confronts us 
A as to the proper care and treatment 
of prisons and prisoners, and I would 
recommend the following procedure: 

A very high grade commission of three 
to be appointed; the commission to con- 
sist of persons of the highest standing in 
the community, well known people who 
have the complete confidence and re- 
spect of the public, ohe of them to be a 
distinguished physician or alienist. If it 
is thought advisable, the trial Judge in 
each case could be part of the commis- 
sion together with two or three other 
members; the commission to have charge 
of all the sentencing. Immediately after 
the arrest of the accused the commission 
should be informed and it should then 
make a most thorough examination and 
investigation into the cause of the alleged 
crime, the history of the accused from 
childhood up, and the health and condi- 
tion of the alleged criminal. To enable 
the commission to make these thorough 
investigations the necessary money should 
be appropriated for an adequate and suit- 
able staff; the determination of the sen- 
tences to be divided into three classes: 

First, the prisoner to be put on parole 
in all cases where it is safe and advisable 
to do so; proper probation officers to be 
supplied to watch and guard the prisoner. 
This would not require any buildings. The 
prisoners could live under natural con- 
ditions and they would in many cases 
later on become good citizens again. 

Second, many of the prisoners, those 
who have not committed any acts of vio- 
lence or who are not likely to do so in the 
future, to be placed in prisons on the cot- 
tage plan in the country in plain, simple 
bungalows but under perfectly sanitary 
conditions, on land now owned by the 
State, as is provided in many cases for 
delinquent children, in groups of not over 
500 in one place, so that when the pris- 
oner comes out he is likely to have his 
health and will be able to take care of 
himself and his family and not spread 
disease, mental or physical. Some of the 
prisoners to work at farming, producing 
farm products; an industrial building to 
be attached to it where the prisoners can 
learn a trade, earn enough for their 
maintenance, and pay back the damage 
which they have caused by their criminal 
act; the balance of the earnings, if any, to 
be applied to their families. This method 
would keep the prisoners in good health 
and condition and there would be a pos- 
sibility of their giving up their criminal] 
careers and becoming again good mem- 
bers of the community. The commission 
by personal interview and influence could 
exact from them a solemn pledge on 
their word of honor to give up all crim- 
inality in future. 

Third, prisoners who have committed 
acts of violence or who might be danger- 
ous in that way in the future to be in- 
earcerated in prisons something on the 
order of the prisons which now exist. 

Of course, the prisoners in the first two 
classes should be given to understand 
that if they do not behave well they will 
have to go into these regular prisons. 

This would leave only a comparatively 
small number of prisoners to be housed 
in the regular prisons, thus doing away 
with overcrowding, and would save the 
large amount that is recommended to be 
spent for new prisons or additions to the 
old ones. This procedure would also 
have the benefit of separating the hard- 
ened criminals from the lighter offenders.

miserable wages, and violence to those who would 
protest, are only the final chapter of that dreadful 
story which had its high lights in Homestead, Pater 
son, Lawrence and all those industrial centers where 


labor. It is all so far removed from the modern con: 
ception of the relations between capita] and labor in 
this prosperous country—the postulate laid down by 
such captains of industry as Henry Ford, Owen D. 
Young, Gerard Swope and Samuel Vauclain that 
well paid labor is essential to our domestic market— 
that the news from the South is at times almost in- 
credible. The South seems not to have heard of the 
new industrial philosophy. 

The trial at Gastonia was a sufficient index to the 
primitive nature of this anachronism. There can be 
no doubt that Judge Barnhill, in whose court seven 
labor leaders were convicted for the murder of Police 
Chief Alderholt, did his utmost to give the defendants 
a fair trial. The medieval nature of the law itself 
was a factor in making this impossible. By an old 
statute of 1777, witnesses in North Carolina courts 
who do not believe in punishment after death are 
disqualified. The invocation of this archaic mon- 
strosity by the State was on all fours with the prose- 
cution of Prof. Scopes in Tennessee for teaching evo- 
lution. Nothing better illustrates the great gulf be- 
tween dogmatism in the South and modern intelli- 
gence than the employment of this rusty weapon on 
the side of the State. 

When one of the strike leaders appeared befor 
Judge Shaw of the Superior Court of North Carolina 
to tell how he was flogged, a lawyer for the prosecu- 
tion started the following colloquy: “Do you be- 
lieve in God?” “No.” “Do you believe in the Bible?” 
“No.” “You don’t believe in a God who will punish 
you if you tell a lie?” “No.” Whereupon the prose- 
cuting attorney declared that the witness had dis- 
qualified himself, and Judge Shaw agreed with him. 
Strangely enough, Judge Shaw’s ruling agrees with 
North Carolina precedent in such cases, since a de- 
cision in 1856 held that an atheist cannot properly 
take the oath. 

Perhaps the defendants at Gastonia were guilty. We 
do not know. We do know that their innocence, if they 
were innocent, had no chance against such bigotry 
as that displayed by the prosecution in arousing 
the religious passions of the Southern people against 
the defendants upon the score that they are athe- 
ists. As if religious belief, either one way or the 
other, has anything to do with anyone’s guilt or in- 
nocence of the crime of murder, or that in any en- 
lightened state the right of every American citizen 
to be held innocent until proved guilty should be 
prejudiced by the Mohammedan cry that those who 
would testify for him are unbelievers. The whole at- 
mosphere Rr the trial reeked of the dark ages, and 
the people of the United States should be heartily 
ashamed of it. 

It is felt in some quarters that the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is to a degree responsible for what 
has happened at Gastonia, since ifs failure to sup- 
port the effort for better conditions as it might have 
done caused the workers to fall into the hands of the 
Communists. The Communist issue has confused the 
whole controversy, and it is unfortunate that Com- 
munists were ever permitted to invade the region. 
Nevertheless, what has happened in the Marion and 
Charlotte districts of North Carolina, and at Eliza- 
bethton, in Tennessee, is all a piece of the same ugly 
pattern. There are upwards of a million factory 
workers in the Southern states, and their plight is the 
worst in the country. Their hours are the longest. A 
full-time week in the Georgia cotton mills is 56.1 
hours, in North Carolina 55.8, and in South Caro- 
lina 55. The average weekly wages of cotton mill 
workers in Alabama are $10.19, in Georgia $11.73, in 
North Carolina $12.33 and in South Carolina $9.56. 

The strike in the Southern mill towns has been 
spontaneous over a region reaching from the Caro- 
linas to Tennessee. A writer in the November Har- 
per’s explains it as follows: 


In widely separated mill towns you will find 
the same reasons for discontent. There are two 
of equal force—the introduction of the Bedaud 
efficiency system, which the workers call the 
“stretchout,” and the substantial cutting of 
wages, which has been almost universal during 
the past two or three years. Through the op- 
eration of the stretchout men and women often 
do double work while they receive less pay. The 
mill hands who endured long hours and low pay 
as their lot broke down under the burden which 
was laid upon them. One after another I have 
heard them say: “We could not do it.” 


The same writer says in conclusion: 


The public, which has neen taking heart from the 
vicissitudes encountered by the tariff grabbers in the 
Senate, was soaked anew yesterday when that body 
decided, by a vote of 42 to 37, to retain the present 
high duty on calcium carbide. The Democratic-Pro- 
gressive coalition, which has been successfully stand- 
ing between the grabbers and the people, suffered 
defeat through the desertion of several Democratic 
Senators to the Republican Old Guard. 

Electric power constitutes one of the principal items 
in the cost of producing calcium carbide. Ontario, 
because of the low rates at which power is supplied 
by the publicly owned hydro-electric system, is able 
to produce it at a cost somewhat lower than the pro- 
duction cost in this country. Nevertheless, figures 
furnished by the Tariff Commission and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce showed that this country exports 
twice as much of the product as it imports. Obvious- 
ly, the industry is not suffering from foreign com- 
petition. 

Fifty per cent of the calcium carbide consumed in 
this country is used in the mines and in lighting 
rural homes. Hence, a reduction in the tariff duty 
would tend to benefit three classes of people—farm- 
ers, coal: miners and consumers of coal. The chief 
beneficiaries of the high duty are the Du Pont inter- 
ests, the Union Carbide and Carbon Corporation and 
the Allied Chemical Co., three of the wealthiest cor- 
porations in the country. 

The present rate is 1 cent a pound. The House 
voted to retain it, but the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee cut it in half. The vote by which the Senate re- 
stored the old rate yesterday demonstrates that the 
coalition cannot be depended on to hold its lines in 
the face of heavy pressure from privilege. The de- 
fection of Senators Heflin and Black is explained by 
the presence of large carbide manufacturing inter- 
ests in Alabama. That of Senators Copeland and 
Wagner is attributable to the existence of important 
carbide plants at Niagara, and Senator Steck’s deser- 
tion is traced to the carbide industry at Keokuk, Ia. 
But the action of Senator Hawes of Missouri in vot- 
ing with the Old Guard remains a mystery. He did 
not attempt to explain it, and we cannot. As for 
Senator Patterson of Missouri, his consistently re- 
actionary record in the Senate explains his vote.

Only four of the 12 productions 
of the 1929 season in the Munici- 
pal Theater in Forest Park were 
profitabie to the Municipal The- 
ter Association while the 
eight other offerings ran at a loss 
which resulted in a deficit of $14,- 
431.50 for the season, the third and 
largest deficit during the 11 years 
of the association’s history. 

“smose Marie” headed the list of 
profitable plays with a net profit 
of $10,322.01, while “The Enchan- 
tress’’ trailed the iist of financial 
failures with a net loss of §9,- 
519.63. Income for the season to- 
talled $345,542.73 as compared 
with expenditures of $359.974.53. 
the deficit reducing the associa- 
tion’s surplus to $23,815.25.

NEW YORK, Oct. 24. 
HE most profitable concession, 
considering the investment at 
Coney Island is the Incubator. It 
‘has been running for more than 
20 years, and many who were in- 
fants in glass show cases are now 
married and have children. 
This past summer the incubator 


displayed a batch of seven. The 
daddy of the incubator idea is Dr. 
Z. O. Couney, who came to this 
country from Silesia. He first ex- 
hibited his idea at the Omaha ex- 
hibition and created so much in- 
terest he was persuaded to join the 
Coney shows. 

While some shudder at the no- 
tion of p-emature babies being dis- 
played in this manner, the records 
show Dr. Couney has nurtured and 
nursed more than 6000 weaklings 
into health and useful activity 
whereas, medical men say, they 
might otherwise have perished. 

Coney happens to be an deal 
spot for the pure and filtered air 
whieh is such a prime necessity 
for incubator babies. The sun is 
also in abundance. The infants 
are almost invariably charity 
cases, and the 25-cent admission 
fee proves ample for the upkeep 
of the experiment. 

It supports the institution the 
year around and enables the doctor 
to employ several doctors and a 
dozen nurses. There is no charge 
for the tiny inmates and they re- 
ceive the same professional atten- 
tion they would receive in high- 
priced hospitals. 

The babies are usually six and 
seven days old when placed in the 
incubator and in five weeks may 
be handled as other normal babies. 
The identities are never divulged 
even to attendants. Only Dr. 
Couney knows. Many of his for- 
mer “boys and girls” are his 
friends and visit him regularly. 

Now and then there is a pica- 
ninny, and it invariably balloons 
the receipts. The babies are taken 
out and fed every three hours. 
Strangely enough, more men are 
visitors to ti 2 incubator show than 
women. 


ANY attaches“of Coney have 
spent ali their adult lives in 
this freakish community. Life 
wearg a mask at Coney. It has a 


mysterious lure that is difficult to 
leave. Coney Islanders are often 
as remote in their attitude toward 
New York as a New Zealander. 
Some have not visited the metropo- 
lis in years. = 


EA GATE, at the lower tip of 


Coney’s incessant bruit, is one of 
the exclusive residential areas in 
the New York suburban area. It 
skirts the ocean and has only one 
entrance—a huge gate with watch- 
men on guard day and night. No 
visitor may enter without first re- 
ceiving permission by telephone 
from the guest he is visiting. 


HE aristocracy of Coney is as 


pronounced as in other strata 
of society. Each stratum has grad- 
ations. There is a caste among the 
snake charmers, barkers, cane ring 
men, the “strange people” of the 
sideshows, ticket takers and even 
the shuffling push chair rollers. 


ROM Coney to the Casino in’ 


Central Park is a big jump, but 
here we go! The experiment in 
Boislike restaurant running re- 
ceived more extravagant free puffs 
than any other ever taunched in 
the city, Some of it favorable and 
some of it not so hot.

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REPORT HAS STARTED CLEAN-UP OF COLLEGE ATHLETK 


HARVARD AND PRINCETON HEADS 
HAVE GIVEN TANGIBLE PROOF 
ABUSES CAN BE STAMPED OUT 


Efforts to effect a clean-up at certain of the institutions men- 
tioned in the Carnegie Foundation’s report on college athletics, are 
under way and some even have achieved complete success, the bul- 


letin says. 
Six months in advance of the 
release of the report, the chief 
- executives of colleges involved were 
notified of the foundation’s find- 
ings concerning them. Under the 


leadership of such institutions as 
Harvard and Princeton, the report 
says, tangible proof has been given 
that the presidents of the country’s 
colleges can stamp out the abuses. 

Princeton was found to be one 
of a few institutions which effected 
arrangements with preparatory 
schools “whereby athletes, varying 
in number from one to as many 
as 20, have been wholly or partly 
maintained,at the schools’ until 
they are ready for college.” 

Others named in this connec- 
tion were Brown, Carnegie Tech, 
Dartmouth, Dickinson, Lafayette, 
New York University, Pittsburg, 
Syracuse and Washington and Jef- 
ferson. % 

Changes at Princeton. 

But at Princeton, says the re- 
port, the practices referred to have 
been abolished. 

At Harvard concessions for the 
sale of refreshments were found to 
be allowed exclusively to athletes, 
but William J. Bingham, director 
of athletics, announces “‘plans are 
at present under way for placing 
these concessions béyond the con- 
trol or direct interest of athletes.”

To support the findings of the 
Founadtion Committee, many spe- 
cific instances are cited as proof 
of irregularities in the conduct of 
sport in the colleges. These find- 
ings were the result of the co-op- 
eration of more than 2000 persons 
and entailed persona! visits to 130 
American and Canadian colleges. 
Only two colleges, both in the Uni- 
ted States, did not co-operate fully. 

Many coaches have complained 
because of the attitude shown by 
school-boy athletic stars who ‘‘seem 
to be looking for something.” In 
this connection, the report states 
that such a schoolboy star seldom 
waits for solicitation and cites the 
case of a lad in Evanston who had 
a favorable press notice mimeo- 
graphed for better circulatior. An- 
other boy in New York City went 
“shopping” with such success that 
he had 58 answers to his tenders 
of athietic service. Subsidizing. 
says the report, appears to be less 
strenuous in the Southwest and in 
New England than in the Eastern 
and Middle Atlantic states. On 
the Pacific Coast, it is noted that 
“bidding for athletes is keen.” 

Benefit received from subsidies 
seldom is in cash, it is found. tak- 
ing the form of “athletic scholar- 
ships’’ in some institutions and, in 
other of promises no more definite 
than that the boy “will be cared 
for.” The recruiting is carried on 
by persons {n a variety of positions, 
sometimes by coaches, graduate 
managers, athletic directors, and, 
in one case, by the President of 
the college himself. 

“In an extreme case of subsidiz- 
ing’”’ the report relates “alumni and 
business men made _ contributions 
ranging from $10 to nearly $1000 
annually to a fund aggregating 
from -$25,000 to $50,000 a year. 
From this the college expenses of 
all. football players were paid and 
additional “pay checks” were dis- 
bursed to leading. performers. 

Certain preparatory schools in 
the East have, it is found, estab- 
lished relations with certain co}- 
leges whereby athietes varying in 
number from one to 29 have been 
maintained at the schools. until 
they are ready for college. 

Of the 112 North American col- 
leges and universities studied in 
this investigation, only 28 were 
found to disclose no evidence that 
athletes were subsidized by any 
group or individual, Of the 28, 
seven are Canadian institutions.

NOT PROMISE TO 
CARE FOR STARS, 
BREWER SAYS 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 24.—Pres- 
ident Stratton D. Brooks and Ath- 
letic Director C. L. Brewer of the 
University of Missouri today said 


to their knowledge no athlete em- 
ployed by the university ever had 
received compensation except for 
work actually done, 

Their statements replied the sur- 
vey report of college athletics made 
by the Carnegie Foundation. 

“We employ students in several 
departments at $10 to $30 a 
month,” Dr. Brooks said. “They 
are given employment. because of 
their qualifications for certain 
work. At the athletic department 
it would be most unfair to dis- 
criminate against athletes merely 
because they are athletes.” Dr. 
Brooks said the danger lay in paid 
employment in which no work was 
required, “a situation which does 
not. to my knowledge, exist here.” 

Brewer said “We have no stu- 
dents coming here with promises 
that they will be taken care of. 
We do try to find jobs in the ath- 
letic department and outside, for 
worthy students—athletes and non- 
athletes. They do all kinds of 
work, usually for 30 cents an hour. 

“In our department we employ 
some student labor under direc- 
tion of foremen and superintend- 
ents of grounds, who hire men who 
will work and fire those who will 
not. We wil’ not discriminate 
against athletes. Many of them 
are especially fitted for the kind 
of work we have to do here in the 
athletic department.”

HE United States is beyond 
T court the noisiest nation in the 

world. It is also the home of 
the most optimistic, long-suffering 
race on earth- -at least in this mat- 
ter of noise. But recent discov 
eries at Colgate University strongly 
indicate, if imdeed they do not 
prove, that noise is slowly but 
surely taking an ominous toll. in 
some degree, too, these revelations 
account for the melancholic crimes 
and suicides that occur daily. They 
suggest also a clear relation be- 
tween America’s everlasting noise 
and the country’s high death rate 
—perhaps the highest there is—of 
mothers during the childbirth. 
No matter what your confidence 
says, the experiments from which 
these discoveries arise fairly dem- 
onstrate that you never actually 
become used to noise. You msy 
think you do—but your brain fools 
you. Marvelously protective nerve 
centers at its base shunt off con- 
tinual sensations of din before they 
reach the higher brain cells. Your 
mind is thus made impervious, if 
need be, to pandemonfim, you live, 
think, work and play—quite as if 
no harm were being inflicted upon 
you—even in such a racket pit as 
New York, where traffic almost 
never stops roaring. builders and 
riveters smash and rattle, and 
countless bedlamic harries join in 
the chorus. 
All the time, though, noise is get- 
ting in its deadly work upon your 
heart and blood vessels, your nerv- 
ous system—indeed, upon the entire 
nusculature of your body. Although 
you have no conscious feeling of 
fear or fright, the bodily response. 
strangely enough, is the same as if 
caused by extreme and completely 
realized fright. Even while you 
sleep this secret wear and tear goes 
on. 
An automobile honks in the 
street outside your bedroom win- 
dow. You do not awaken, your 
conscious mind takes no cognizance 
of the sound—but your nerves and 
muscles tense as with fear, your 
Pulse rate and biood pressure 
climb. You do not know it, but the 
damage is done. 
As the Berlin Chamber of Phy- 
sicians recently agreed, human be- 
ings may become, as the result of 
long endured noise. the victims of 
heart troubles. headaches, genera! 
debility, emotional depression or 
even a perpetual tinnitus or ring- 
ing in the head. How often do we 
read that crimes of violence fol- 
low or climax such disturbances as 
these, especially depression or me!l- 
ancholia.

its congested haunts. Just what 
effect do these various types of 
life and noise have on human be- 
Exactly what does noise do 
to a man, anyway? 

This was the mystery we set out 
to solve in the Colgate experi- 
ments. Obviously. we couldn’t use 
humans for such tests, at least not 
altogether. What then? Why, white 
rats, those old standbys of experi- 
mental science, supplemented by 
corollary tests with humans as sub- 
jects. 

Having selected about 200 eligi- 
ble’ rodents, we set about fixing up 
three separate homes for them. 
One, of course, was a quiet country 
home. For the other two, we crea- 
ted bedlams, Donaid M. Crawford 
devising a system of belis, ham- 
mers, falling weights and rattles 
that in action well simulated the 
turmoil of the cities. In one case 
the noise producers racketed along 
ceaselessly. in the other intermit- 
tently. Dividing the white rats 
into three groups, we put each com- 
pany into a house of its own. On 
the basis.,of the comparative noise 
they were to endure, we designated 
them respectively the country rats, 
the suburban rats and the city 
rats. As age goes in the rat world, 
years passed swiftly, indeed! 

S year had passed when we began 

to see a marked difference in 
the three communal! appetites, and, 
curious as it may seem, the suburb- 
an rats consumed the least. A few 
rat years and it became apparent 
that the country rats were  oul- 
growing the other two groups even 
more markedly than they were out- 
eating them. And the group which 
suffered most in this matter of 
size was that of the suburban rats, 
though there was no such guif f 
difference between the city ad 
the suburban groups as between 
the country rats and the other 
two communities. Apparently the 
noise tended to paralyze the diges-. 
tive organs of the city and suburb 
an rats, while at the same time 
it created a muscular tension which 
used up a disproportionately large 
percentage of such nutriment as 
the animals obtained from their 
food, allowing little or nothing ‘for 
reserve. Significantly enough, in a 
very short time the country rats 
were the prize rodents of the three 
houses.

It Is Taking Unsuspected Toll of Lives 
In the United States, and Science Must 
Turn Its Attention to Sound-Proofing 


By Professor Donald A. Laird 


Director, Psychological Laboratory, Colgate University 


When a laboratory worker clapped 
his hands suddenly in front of the 
country rat house it was observed 
that the sleek occupants would 
scurry energetically to the far cor- 
ners, and when the noise was not 
repeated would confidently return 
to their eating or play. or come 
curiously up to the screen to see 
what it wae all about. On the oth 
er hand, when hands were clapped 
in front of the other two houses 
the rats would jump from two to 
four inches straight off the floor. 
Down again, they would freeze to 
the boards in an attitude of cring- 
ing fright. In other words, the 
city and suburban rats had devel- 
oped an exaggerated and .conse- 
quently an extra energy-consuming 
response to sudden unusual noise, 
a nervous séfsitization far from 
normal. ; 

Then came to light the most 
startling revelation of all. It was, 
in fact, so significant that while 
we have every belief that it is a 
true indication of the effect of 
noise in this respect, we feel that it 
must be rechecked before being ac- 
cepted at face value. Indeed, a du- 
plicate set of experiments is even 
now under way. But with this 
reservation it can be announced

that, while the country rats pro- 
duced young regularly and easily, 
this was far from being the case 
with the city and suburban rats. 

The amazing thing is that litters 
~f young were comparatively few 
among the rats that dweit under 
noise. The number of young to 
the litter was smaller, and more 
thah a third of each litter was 
born dead. 

Of course it is possibile that a re- 
check may uncover some unsus- 
pected factor as partly responsi- 
ble for this effect, yet every care 
was taken, and | do not regard it 
as probable. On the other hand, 7 
believe we have uncovered some- 
thing hitherto unsuspected —name- 
ly, that noise and the unrealized 
fear reaction that it indubitably in- 
duces may have the same effect on 
prospective mothers as extreme 
and conscious fright.

Senator Sheppard ‘of Texas, who fathered the Eighteenth Amendment in the Upper House, 
would put the word “purchase” into the amended Naticnal Prohibition Law, in order to make the 
individual purchaser as guilty as the seller. He agrees
